Yesterday’s Fight for Delay. 


Repnesentative Whitaker yester- 
day offered a motion to refer 
the Clay Committee report to 
the Judiciary Committee for an- 
other investigation of Brunk’s offi- 
cial conduct. He contended the 
Clay Committee report was out of 
order and should not be adopted, 
because the committee had held 
hearings for examination of wit- 
nesses in executive sessions. ~.

Effected Many Economies. 

Q. Have you, during the period 
that you have been presidént, en- 
deavored to effect all possible eto- 
nomies? A. I have. The economies 
‘last year amounted to approxtmate- 
ly $1,250,000, 

Q. Have you considered the con- 
tinued operation of these papers by 
the Press Publishing Co.? A. I 
have, most carefully. 

Q. What is your best judgment 
as to the possibility of continuing 
publication? A. I believe contin- 
ued publication would be impossi- 
ble. We could continue for a pe- 
riod of not more than 90 days on 
the basis which is practically of 
our financial statement as of last 
Saturday. Last Saturday we had 
$200,000 cash, $90,000 in payroll 
accounts distributed through small 
banks, $6000 of New York City 
bonds and one International Pa- 
per note of $200,000, due 1936. 
That makes a total of approximate- 
ly $500,000. Our January loss 
amounted to $170,940, so that at 
that rate of loss we could continue 
for three months. Our reserves 
would be completely exhausted. 

Q. Please explain fully the rea- 
son for this condition. A. There 
are three principal reasons for this 
condition. First, the crowded 
newspaper field in New York, too 
many morning papers and _ too 
many evening papers. Secondly, 
it is generally recognized in the 
newspaper world that the publica- 
tion of three newspapers, a2 morn- 
ing paper, a Sunday paper and an 
evening paper by one company or 
ownership is not economical. I do 
not know of my own personal ex- 
periences of any case where the 
publisher of a morning paper, a 
Sunday paper and an evening pa- 
per in the same community has 
and continues to make all three 
editions successful. The result is 
that the successful edition, instea¢ 
of taking its earnings to put back 
into the paper or put into the re- 
serve, or put into .motion, has to 
allocate these reserves and pay the 
losses of the other two editions. 

Moreover, the advertisers gen- 
erally will not consider three pa- 
pers published by only one man- 
agement as three. separate papors. 
They are inclined, in the. alloca- 
tion of advertising,.to allocate that 
amount of advertising that would 
normally go to one paper. They 
do, it is true, in some cases, allot. 
a certain amount more, so that the 
result is that the publication of a 
morning, a Sunday and = evening 
Paper in the same town often 
seems in the position of having an 
advertising column in one paper 
and having approximately the cost 
of three papers to publish. 

The World Papers in New York. 

The third reason and equally im- 
portant reason is the position The 
Worla papers have held in the 
newspaper field in New York. 

They have always been what I 
would call middle-ground newspa- 
pers. They have appealed to the 
middle bulk of the population. 
They have been neither of the— 
if you will allow me to call it— 
ultra-conservative type, nor have 
they been of the sensational] type, 
we found, in recent years. ‘The 
growth. of the so-Galled—the rap- 
id growth of the so-called high 
class newspapers, the ultra con- 
servative newspapers, the Times, 
Herald Tribune, in the morning and 
the Sun in the evening, have tend- 
ed to take away our high-class 
circulation and our more expensive 
and high-class advertising. 

During that same period there 
has been a very rapid growth of 
so-called tabloid newspapers. They 
have been a drain on the World

Joseph Pulitzer Bought The World 
in 1883, Made It a Success. 

NEW YORK, Feb. » 25—The 
World this morning printéd the fol- 
‘owing sketch of the paper's career: 

The World, then a inorbund. 
newspaper with a circulation of 
less than 10,000 daily, was bought 
by the late Joseph Pulitzer May 
10, 1883, and dedicated to progres- 
sive and liberal journalism. Al- 
though for nearly 20 years suffer- 
ing both the physical flls of an in- 
valid and loss of sight, the found- 
er of the paper Iét nothing stop 
his activity, and during those’ years 
brought The World to recognition 
as one of the country’s most lib- 
eral and progressive newspapers 
and to-a circulation of’ ‘more than 
$00,000 daily. — 

Prior’ to its purchase by Mr. 
Pulitzer, the paper had gone. 
through two previous regimes, one 
by a group of religious minded peo- 
ple desirous of having a class jour- 
nal, and later by a group: headed 
by Jay Gould. and Thomas A, Scott, 
who used the paper to further their 
personal ambitions, so that, when 
Joseph Pulitzer acquired it, the pa- 
per was little but a name. 

From the beginning of his own- 
ership the,paper began making it- 
self felt and rapidly earned the re- 
spect of the-entire country. Mr. 
rPulitzer’s conception of a newspa- 
per was an organ for the champion- 
ship of human rights, and he began 
crusading against the evils, munic- 
ipal and otherwise, of his day, in a 
fashion that gained his newspaper 
} wide recognition. 

His ideal of the perfect newapa- 
‘per was contained in a cablegram 


10, 1908, and read at the celebra- 
tion of the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of his control of the propertyy It 
was: 
“Not self-admiration, but  self- 
criticism and self-improvement are 
the passions of The World. - Twen- 
ty-five years ago it was dedicated 
to truly democratic ideals, to the 
we the'peopile.

LADY OWEN CONVICTED 


Sentenced to 5 Years at Ver 
sailles, France, for Shoot- 
ing Wife of Admirer.

—Lady Owen, widow of a British 
Baronet, last night was ‘found 
guilty of an attempt at murder, 
with “extenuating circumstances’ 
and was sentenced to five years’ 
imprisonment. A-jury convicted 
her of attempting to kill Mme. 
Leonie Gastaud, wife of Lady 
Owen's admirer, July 23. 
Lady Owen shot Mme. Gastaud 
shortly after the victim’s husband, 
Dr. Paul Gastaud, told the widow 
their friendship must cease. Mme. 
Gastaud was seriously wounded, 
but recovered. 

The defendant, who is 34 years 
old, is French by birth but ‘ac- 
quired British nationality by mar- 
rying Sir Theodore Charles Owen 
of London. After she was arrest- 
ed she told the examining magis- 
trate Dr. Gastaud had promised 
to divorce his wife and marry her, 
but had not kept his word.

“Along in the fall I received an‘ 
anonymous telephone call from a 
man who asked if the Vandeventer 
Securities Co. was interested in re- 
covering the bonds. I told him I 
would find out. 

“IT immediately called Brinkman, 
who said he thought the insurance 
company, which had paid the bank 
$125,000 on its robbery policy, 
might be interested. I suggested 
that Brinkman ask Circuit Attor- 
ney Miller if it would be legal to 
pay for the return of the bonds. 
Then I called Myers and invited 
him to my office. 

“T told Myers about the tele- 
phone conversations and recom- 
mended Lemon because he is trust- 
worthy and reliable. At Myers’ 
cequest, I brought them together 
and left them to make their own 
arrangements. 
‘That was all I heard about the 
matter for some time. In January 
I became counsel for Rodowe H.

Brinkman’s Story. 


“During the latter part of De-

finally agreed upon. The bank fur- 
nished the money to me; I received 
the bonds, paid the money and put 
the bonds*in a safe deposit box, 
from which they were checked out 
and returned to the bank. 
“Before doing this I consulted 
highly competent-counsel and was 
advised that there was no viola- 
tion of law whatever in doing what 
has been done. The amount in- 
volved was a huge Sum, more than 
$800,000. Some nine months have 
elapsed since the bonds were 
stolen, and the loss was a severe 
one, not only to the bank but*to 
many -oOthers. I had no personal 
interest in the matter whatever; 
cannot profit in any way, in any 
amount, by the recovery of these

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 25.— 
Accompanied by a delegation of 
300 St. Louis County citizens, John 
E. Mooney, president of the Tax- 
payers’ Protective Association, ap- 
peared before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee yesterday and repeated 
his previous charges that an or- 
ganized ring was responsible for 
passage four years ago of the 
Ralph sewer law. 

The committee has before it:a 
bill introduced by Senator Davis of 
Kansas City providing for repeal of 
the law. It probably will be acted 


upon at an executive session 
Thursday. 

No one appeared to defend the 
law, and Senator Ralph of St. 
Louis County, whose name it bears, 
sat silently in the hearing as a 
member of the committee. 

Not Opposed to Saving Clause. 

Mooney made it plain to. the 
committee, as he did two weeks 
ago when a similar House bill was 
pending before the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House, that he would 
not oppose a saving clause sought 
“by creditors of seven of the eight 
St. Louis. County sewer districts 
which have been operating, Ben H. 
Charles, St. Louis bond attorney, 
representing downtown St. Louis 
banks, had offered the saving 
clause as a committee amendment 
to the bill introduced by the 58t. 
Louis County delegation in the 
House, 

“We have no objection to paying 
our just debts, even though not 
one shovelful of dirt has been 
turned,” Mooney told the commit- 
tee. “It is our opinion that imme- 
diate repeal of this law will result 
in preventing the wasteful expen- 
diture of further sums. 

“No one,” he continued, “has 
risen to defend this law, and I sub- 
mit to this committee, most of the 
members of which are lawyers, 
that it offers no protection to tax- 
payers, permitting incorporation of 
a district without a fair hearing, 
denying taxpayers their rights and 
providing no other means than re- 
peal of the law for protecting them 
against further taxation without 
representation. 

‘Democrat Made a G. O. P. Judge.’ 

“The ring made a Democrat 
from Southeast Missouri a Republi- 
can Circuit Judge for the express 
purpose of furthering its interests, 
and supervisors of the districts 
delegated their powers to banks 
with which they had contracted to 
deliver bonds of the districts when 
issued, in return for money for pre- 
liminary expenses of the districts.” 

Mooney did not name the Judge 
at the hearing, but later he stated 
the reference was to Circuit Judge 
Mulloy. 

Real estate dealers said their or- 
ganizations had passed resolutions 
advocating repeal of the law and 
declared that excessive cost of 
sewer construction under the Ralph 
law had affected the real estate 
market adversely and made it diffi- 
cult to renew mortgages. Among 
the speakers were Norman B. Com- 
fort, vice president of the St. Loufls 
County Real Estate Board; William 
H. Tegethoff of Clayton and 
Charles S. Levin, head of a com- 
pany which has been developing 
Brentwood property. 

Edward C. Harrington of Kansas 
City, formerly a@ member of the 
House, told of the operation of the 
Ralph law in Jackson County, 
where he said $53,000 was spent 
before the district organized there 
became inoperative, He added that 
400 families moved out of the dis- 
trict when it appeared to them 
that sewer taxes would result in 
confiscation of their homes. 

Dr. J. M. Armstrong of Kirkwood 
told the committee that no epl- 
demic had occurred in St. Louls 
County as a result of lack of sew- 
ers during 30 years he had resided 
there.

COMMERCE CHAMBER FAVORS 
RISE IN SMALL LOAN RATE 


Executive Committee Issues Revised 
Statement as to Two Bills in 
Legislature. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce has issued 
a revised statement as to its atti- 
tude on two bills pending in the 
Legislature, affecting the interest 
rate on small loans. 

House bill 83, which proposes to 
decrease the interest rate from 2% 
per cent to 14% per cent a month, 
is opposed by the committee. From 
Statements of representatives of the 
Better Business Bureau, the State 
Finance Department and the loan 
companies, the committee believes 
it is virtually impossible to negoti- 
ate small loans at less than 3% 
per cent. The committee therefore 
approves House bill 109, which 
proposes to increase the interest 
rate on the first $150 of any loan 
from 2% to 31% per cent a month.

Consideration was deferred last 
week at the request of Miller and 
Neun, both of whom have been ad- 
vocates of home rule for busses, 
such as the city now exercises. At 
the time the bill was introduced 
several weeks ago, Miller had said 
Blodgett would be instructed to op- 
pose it, and President Kinsey of 
the city’s Board of Public Service, 
which grants’ bus permits, de- 
scribed the proposal as a step away 
from home rule. 

No Difference to Mayor. 
Mayor Miller, on his return from 
a business trip to Washington yes- 
terday afternoon, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, in response to a 
question: “My personal opinion is 
that it doesn’t make a bit of dif- 
ference one way or the other 
whether the bill passes.” 

He was asked: “If the bill de- 
prives the city of the regulation of

DISORDER IN BOSTON COMMON 
‘ DEMONSTRATION FOR JOBLESS 


Serimmages With Police, Arrests 

Made—Children Sing “Inter- 

nationale.”’ 
By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Feb. 25.—Disorder 
broke out on Boston Common to- 
day, when a second attempt was 
made within the month to hold an 
unauthorized unemployment dem- 
onstration, A throng, estimated at 
10,000, gathered about the Park- 
man Bandstand, use of which was 
denied by police. 

A man,* mounting the -shoulders 
of friends, attempted to address 
the.crowd. “Shall we let our wom- 
en and children starve?” he asked. 

He was pulled down by some of 
the 250 pelice detailed to the Com- 
mon. The police fought their way 
through the crowd with the pris- 
oner, exchanging blows with those 
who sought to impede them. The 
prisoner was the same whose at- 
tempt to speak precipitated rioting 
on the Common recently, when 13 
persons, including two ministers, 
were arrested. 

Today's demonstration was called 
by the Unemployed Council of Bos- 
ton, said to be affiliated with the 
Communist party. There were sev- 
feral arrests,*all accOmpanied by 
brisk scrimmiages. A young wom- 
an bit, kicked and soratched fu- 
rtously when arrested. 

After the first outburst, children 
marched through the Common sing- 
ing. The “Internationale” was 
f}among the songs.

Fred Leib, a former druggist of 
Zeigler, Ill, declared bankrupt in 
1926, pleaded guilty before Federal 
Judge Wham in East St. Louis yes- 
terday to an indictment charging 
coneealment of assets, and was sen- 
tenced to a year and a day in Leay- 
enworth Penitentiary. He was ad- 
mitted to4probation for two years. 

It was charged that shortly be- 
fore filing the bankruptcy peti- 
tion, Lefb took two truckloads of 
merchandise from his store and 
stored it with Arthur Weiler, an 
Altamont (Ill.) druggist Weiler re- 
cently pleaded guilty of conspiracy 
to violate the bankruptcy laws, and 
was admitted to probation after 
sentence. Leib is said to have 
bought back the stock of his store 
at the trustee’s sale, and to have 
re-entered business.

Blood Transfusion 
HE idea of transfusing blood “ 
from one human to another, or 
even from animals to humans, 
is @ very old one, but historic proof 
is lacking for any instance of bleod 
transfusioh before 1665. 

At that time, Richaré Lower 
transfused blood from one animal 
to another. Two years later Dr. 
Jean Baptiste Denys of Montpeliier. 
physician to Louis XVI, transfused 
blood into a man. 

He is said to have injected the 
blood of a calf or lamb into the 
veins of a young man dying from 
repeated blood-letting. The patient 
is said to have survived. 

Dr. Denys’ experiments pro- 
yoked violent controversies, which 
ended when a prohibition against 
blood transfusion was issued by the 
Paris Faculty of Medicine. 

It ay-pears that other attempts at 

RSE ee PS transfusion had disastrous results, 
° An unsubstantiated claim has 
been made that an even earlier at- 
tempt at blood transfusion was 
made in April, 1492, the story be- 
ing that when Pope Innocent VIIT 
was dying blood from three youths 
was injected into his veins. 

Transfusion of blood from one 
human to another became & prac- 
tical and safe procedure in 1901 
when Dr. Karl Landsteiner discov- 
ered what are called the four blood 
groups. | 

Recognition of these blood 
groups, some of which are antag- 
onistic to and others of which are 
tolerant of each other, made safo 
transfusion possible. 

It has been shown that an at- 
tempt to mix certain two of these 
four groyps of blood results in de- 
struction of the blood cells. 

Such groups, therefore, are an- 
tagonistic. The mixing of these 
two bloods In the living human be- 
ing is Hable to result disastrously, 

Others of the groups, however, 
tolerate one another, and the injec- 
tion of a quantity of a tolerated 
blood is frequently a life-saving ac- 
tion,
